The business of the bank has been 
very satisfactory so far, both to the 
stockholders and its patrons. 
De- 
posits have increased nearly three- 
fold in the past year, indicating that 
the people with money have confi- 
dence in the management. 


While those interested did not ex- 
pect to make money for the 
first 
•quarter or two, a six per cent divi- 
dend was declared and paid. W. H. 
Kttgler has purchased the stock of 
Mr. Bradshaw. 


The election of officers resulted 
In the selection of Elmer Cotton as 
president, George E. Ross, vice pres- 
ident, and W. H. Kugler, cashier, 
Reeigm From Tillage Boajrd. 
The village board met in regular 
monthly session Monday 
evening, 
when Trustee Walters handed in his 
yesignation as a member 
of 
the 
board. Mr. Walters has engaged In 
business in Dixon and will move there 
in a few days. This leaves the board 
but five members. 
His term 
would have expired l)y limitation next 
April, so there will be no special el- 
ection to fill the vacancy. Besides 
Mr. Walters' resignation, nothing but 
routine business was transacted. 


Good Roads Movement. 
A small amount of corn was mar- 
keted yesterday, the rough 
roads 
aiaking it impossible to haul 
full 
loads to town. The roads are leveled 
somewhat today, and six shellers are 
iu operation. 


The idea of securing a member of 
the good roads association to ad- 
dress the people here has met with 
jriuch favor, and no doubt a meeting 
will be held this month. 


The rural carriers are vitally in- 
terested in this matter six days in 
the week, and their advocacy of bet- 
ter roads is bearing fruit. Tuesday 
evening before the 
ground 
froze, 
several farmers were on the high- 
ways north of Harmon, leveling the 
rough places bordering their farms 
with drags. The roads so 
treated 
were comparatively smooth 
yester- 
day. The work done in this vicinity 
so far has been desultory, and if by 
the awakening of public opinion to 
the utility and comfort lo tie derived 
irom a general working of the roads 
can be aroused by the public meet- 
ings, the whole community will be 
benefited, and the meetings should 
i)e held. 


The roads were so rough yester- 
day that several wagons broke down, 
although not heavily loaded 
with 
corn. 
It is cheaper to fix the roads 
than broken wagons.

Krell, had a narrow escape from ser- 
ious injury or po.«3slbly death, iu the 
Illinois Central yards at about 
two 
o'clock Tuesday afternoon, and his 
experience has probably taught him 
that foolhardiness, such as he prac- 
ticed yesterday, is not altogether safe 
or advisable. 


As a result of hie defiance of the 
caution of his mother, tlie trainiaen 
and his own premonition, lie is suf- 
fering from a badly bruised S'vui; 
and a painfully lacerated face. 


Krell came to Dixon yesterday af- 
ternoon from his home iu Auiboy 
on a through freight train, which 
did not stop Of even slow up for the 
Dixon depot. He was toid not to at- 
tempt to alight from the train, which 
was running about forty miles an 
hour. But he paijJ no heed to the ad- 
vice given him, and attempted 
to 
alight from a coal cat-, which was at 
about the middle oi - le train. 
He 
alighted, but not ia ; >e manner he 
expected to. 


Thrown On Hi 
Head. 


He took two or th 
e steps after 
striking the ground, a .d then plung- 
ed forward onto his iiead. He was 
dazed from the force 
Ith which 
he 
struck the ground, 1 it fortunately 
kept still until after the train had 
passed, otherwise he i.iight have fal 
len under the cars, fo: when he arose 
he staggered and fell ..ke a drunken 
man. 


He was able to walk to the depot 
from the south end of the 
yards 
where the accident happened, 
and 
from the depot he was taken to 
physician's office, where his injuries 
were dressed. 
He was able to re 
turn home on the evening passenger 
and it is thought he will be little the 
worse for his experience unless the 
bruise to his skull should develop In 
to something serious. 
Krell stated 
that his mother had advised him not 
to take a freight train, Dut to wait 
until the passenger came, late In the 
afternoon.

onto the coals.

Both Eyes Punctured. 


The oil exploded immediately, be- 
fore the door could be closed, 
and 
nearly a shovel-full of small, redhot 
coals and cinders were tilown into 
the boy's face. The 
right 
eyeball 
as punctured jtiRt below the cornea 
a cinder about as large as a num- 
ber 4 shot, and a small coal punc- 
tured the ball of the feft eye just be- 
low the pupil, making a burned gash 
about three-eighths of an inch long 
and an eighth of an inch wide. 


The boy's face was frightfully plt- 
(?(] and biirned with the thrown coal, 
the hair on tli«^ front of his head 
.'IS burned off cleanly, and the In- 
des of bi.s noKe and mouth are mas- 
Kcs of blisters. 


A physician was summoned imme- 
dialf'ly. and all that could posHibly 
be done was administered to the lit- 
tle sufferer. It is, however, extremely 
doubtful if the sight of either eye 
can be saved, and the boy's condition 
is critical. Even should he recover 
the sight of one or both eyes, he will 
lUvays bear the marks of the catas- 
trophe. Friends of the family are 
shocked at the awfulness of the burns 
he received.

On January 24, 1870, the first or- 
ganization of our volunteer firemen 
of this city took place, and the only 
living member is William Vann, now 
living In North Dixon. Mr. Vann has 
served as a volunteer all these years 
and passed through all our 
great 
fires, first of which was the Fred Mc- 
Kinney livery stable, located where 
the C. J. Rosbrook building 
now 
stands. The next largo fire was the 
flax mill, then the great flouring mill 
of Becker & Underwood, at which 
Wm. Schum and Ezra Becker lost 
their lives and Mr. Vann, O. B. An- 
derson, Cyrus Lint and Patrick Duf- 
fy. all of whom are still alive, were 
so .seriously burned and Injured. Next 
followed the Fletcher mill, the Dlm- 
iok building and the Brink &. Deeter 
planing mills. 


Mr. Vann has served faithfully all 
these years without 
remuneration 
and has three times tendered his res- 
ignation, which each time has not 
been accepted. On January 24 th of 
this year Mr. Vann will again tender 
his resignation and he will positively 
Insist that it be accepted this time. 
The citizens of Dixon should appre- 
ciate all the services and sacrifices 
Mr. Vann has undergone during all 
these thirty-seven years.

He came to Loe 
county In the fall of 1868, locating 
at Maluglns Grovo, where he conduct 
ed a dairy farm until 1872, Locating 
at Compton, ill., In the latter year 
he engaged in tho grain and stock 
buRlnesH at that village until 1889 
when he removed to Pawpaw, where 
he has since conducted his present 
enterprise. In 1869 he married X^aura 
W. Flsk, who died in 1870, leaving 
one «on, Edward F, 
In December 
1879, Mr. Guffln married Mary E 
Bradshaw of Compton, and they have 
two children. Homer and Grace. 


Mrs. Anna A, Bradshaw, 523 Dixon 
avenue, of this city, widow of Hon 
Benj. Bradshaw, Is a sister of Mr 
Guffln. 


In political sentiment Mr. Guffln 
has always been a republican and
